RETURN JUDGES OF
FIRST DISTRICT

‘MET IN CO-OPERATIVE MALL
AND COMPILED THE VOTE.

It Was Officially Determined That at
Saturday's Primaries T. Jefferson
Reynolds Wans Nominated for the
Leglelature Defeating Hon. John
R. Farr by 218 Votes—D., D.
Evans and Willlam H. Reese Were
the Men Elected to Repreasen: the
District in the State Convention.

The Republican return judges of the
Flrst Legislative district met in Co-
operative hall, on North Maln avenus,
vesterday afternoon to ascertuin offlicl-
ally the result of Baturday's primaries,
which was shown to be as follows:
Logislature, John R, Farr, 1251 T.
Jefferson Reynolds, 1,482  Heynolde'
majority, 212 State delegate, Charles
Von Storch, 1,045; D. D. Evans, 1014;
Willlam H. Reese, 1,988; Harry Bir-
bheck, 1,201, Mr, Reynolds having re-
celved & majority of the votes cast at
the primaries was declared the regular
party nominee. William I, Reese and
D, D, Evans were elected as delegiates,
M., E. Sanderg and Walter Blmpson
were the permanent chairman and
secretary, respectively, Resolutlong
wers unanimously adopted approving
of President MceKinley's policy of
round money and the expansion of ter-
ritory and favoring his renomination,

The resclutions commended Governor
fione and favored the Crawford county
svatem of selecting nominees nad
pledged hearty support to the Repub-
lican nominees at the coming fall elec.
tion, An amendment to the Crawford
county rules wng also adopted permit-
ting candidates to choose representa-
tives to witness and oversee the count
in the different election districts,

1T WAS HARMONIOUS,

The proceedings were decldedly har-
mnnious. The North Seranton repre-
wentatives had it all their own way,
soouring the chairman and secrelary
without any oppogition. The Sixth
ward was nol represented in the con-
vention and the only votes recorded
from the Plret and Second districts of
the Third ward were thosa of the mem-
hiore of the vigilance committees.

T'he convention was called to order
shortly after 3 o'clock by Dr. W, A,
alne, with Joseph Jeffries and Walter
Simpson as secretarles. On motlon of
John H. Fellows the convention went
intn temporary organization and Mr,
Fellows nominated M, ¥. Sanders for
temporary chajrman. The motion was
seconded by Rabert Eldred, There
wors no other nominees and when the
gentleman from the North ¥End took
the platform, he said:

“Gentlemen of the First Tegislatlve
district In conventlon assembled, 1
thank you for the honor you have to-
day conferred upon me. I have been
a constant worker In this district and
when 1 went down to defeat for the
nomination 1 stood by the party noml-
nee, The volers of this distrlct are
true Republicang in this Gibraltar of
Republicanism in Lackawanna counly
and I urge you to stand by the noml-
nee of this convention,”

For temporuayy sccretary, Walter
Simnson, of North Secranton, was nomi-
nated without oppositlon and on mo-
tion of Mr, Fellows the organiszation
was made permanent, and the chajr-
man and candidates were instructed to
name the district committee, John H.

Edwards was pelected as assistant sec-
retary to compute the returns of the
Judges,

Chalrman Handers appointed Ju‘m L.
Wolf, John H. Fellows, Evan Walters,
Willlam Brockenshire and Robert Eld-
red as the committes on resolutions,
and after a short consultation, they
presented the following resolutions,
which were unanimously adopted:
